RECEIVED CABLE MESSAGE 


Oldest Employee of W. U. Telegraph 


Company Still Hale. 


Fairmont, W. Va., April 9.—Mr. 


W. O. Williamson, a veteran teleg- 
rapher, who has been spending the 
winter here with his son, Chester M. 
Williamson, is said to be the oldest 
living Western Union employee. He 
is "now 76 years of age, and although 
getting rather feeble in body, has an 
alert mind, and tells many interest- 
ing experiences of his life as a teleg- 
rapher. 
He received the first mes- 


cage sent over the Atlantic cable 
from Queen Victoria to President 
James Buchanan. ' Mr. Williamson 
still has the message on the original 
telegraph blank and it is framed and 
hangs on the wall of the telegraph 
office at Bedford Springs, Pa., where 
he was formerly located. 
He also 
has the pencil with which he wrote 
the message. 
The message, as is 
well known, was in the words, "What 
hath God wrought." 


Mr. Williamson was one of the 


few operators -who at that time could 
read a message by sound, and during 
the Civil War he served the tele- 
graph corps in the Union army. One 
of his thrilling experiences was a ride 
across the mountains to Charleston, 
W. Va., after the defeat of the de- 
tachment of, federals in that section, 
in order to telegraph to Marietta, O., 
for reinforcements. 


Andrew Carnegie ,the great mil- 
lionaire, and Mr. Williamson were 
young telegraphers together, and 
they have always kept in touch with 
one another, and a kind friendship 
exists 
between 
them. — Wheeling 
Register.

SAVE VOITR TREES 


Spray i'or Scale Before the Btuls 


Appear. 


The San Jose Scale infests almost 


every fruit tree in Bedford. 
Many of 


our people do not seem to know that 
if it is not killed by thorough spray- 
ing, most of their trees \\ili be dead 
by the third year after the scale at- 
tacks them. 
Those who do not take 


prompt measures to fight it must ex- 
pect to see their fruit trees dead in a 
couple years. 


The lime-sulphur wash is the only 


safe and sure remedy. 
It must be 


properly 
made 
and 
of 
sufficient 


strength to insure satisfactory re- 
sults. 
The preparation requires 17 


Ibs. of sulphur to 22 Ibs. of good 
quick-lime, not air-slaked. 
These 


must be boiled together and fre- 
quently stirred for a full hour, to in- 
sure thorough combination of the in- 
gredients. When the boiling is com- 
pleted, enough water must be added 
to make 45 to 50 gallons. It is safer 
to make it 40 to 45 gallons and then 
test its strength. This is done with 
a good hydrometer. Unless the liquid 
shows a specific gravity of about 4 % 
degrees by Baume's hydrometer for 
liquids heavier than water it will not 
kill the scale and your time and la- 
bor will be wasted and your tree^s 
probablj killed. A Baume hydrome- 
ter will cost form $1 to $1.50 but 
you can only make sure of saving 
your trees bj having a solution oi 
proper 
strength. 
The 
spraj ing 


should be. done promptly now before 
the buds open. All the small branch- 
es as well as the larger limbs and 
trunks of the trees should be com- 
pletely covered by the spray. 


Those v\ho have the spraying done 


should insist upon the spraj ing ma- 
terial 
being up to the 
standard 


strength. A stronger solution will do 
no harm, but a weaker one will do 
no good. If the material be good and 
the spraying well done you will kili 
the scale and save your trees. 


The scale is principally spread, 


here in town, by the English spar- 
rows carrying the young scale from 
tree to tree on their feet. If our peo- 
ple will load their shotguns with No 
8 or 9 shot and kill every sparrow on 
their premises it will go a long wa> 
toward checking the spread ol the 
scale and at the same time rid us ol 
the sparrows which are themselves 
an intolerable nuisance.

To Kill Ground Hogs 


A correspondent from the Central 
part of Pennsylvania wrote to State 
Zoologist Surface asking how to kill 
| ground hogs in their holes. He de- 
sired detailed information as to the 
material to use and the method of 
using it. 


The reply contains information of 
great practical value, which may be 
usetul to many readers of this pub- 
lication. It is as follows: 


"To kill ground hogs or wood- 


chucks soak some rags with the 
liquid known as caibon bisulphid, 
using at least one-half pint for each 
pole that will bend and follow the 
as far as possible with a long, slim 
pole, that will bend and follow the 
hole, and then close the hole with 
earth, so that no air will enter. You 
may be sure it will do the work. 
Keep fire away from the liquid, as 
the fumes are explosive, the same | 
as those of gasoline and benzine."

The Lime-Sulphur Sediment 


A correspondent from Lehighton, 
Pa., recently wrote to Prof. H. A. 
Surface, State Zoologist, asking for 
information concerning certain de- 
tails in making lime-sulphur solution, 
particularly in regard to the sedi- 
ment which is left in the bottom of 
the kettle. 
Prof. Surface gave him 
the following valuable suggestions: 
"Your plan of letting the material 
settle after boiling and before at- 
tempting to strain it, is all right. It 
is the red liquid which kills the scale 
and not the sediment. 
However, you 
can use the sediment ,by stirring it 
up in water, and letting it settle 
again, and thus get a great deal of 
good out of it, after you have once 
drawn off the strong liquid above it. 
Of course, the second drawing off of 
the liquid will be dilute, but it 
should be tested with a hydrometer, 
as all lime-sulphur sprays should be 
at the time you are putting it on the 
trees. 
"If it is not strong enough to make 
a hydrometer test of 1.03, add a lit- 
tle more of the strong liquid to it. 
If it is stronger than this, you can 
add a little more water, if you wish. 
Also, if the sulphur is not dissolved 
in the sediment, you can add more 
lime and boil it again, either before 
or after drawing off the liquid the 
second time. 
You will thus be able 
to use up the sulphur that was pre- 
viously uncombined , and you will 
have no waste in throwing away any 
excess of lime that there may be. 
You can put it on the ground around 
your trees if you wish. 


"You can also use the sediment as 
a tree borer paint, applied to the 
trunks of your trees with a brush. It 
is especially valuable to, prevent bor- 
ers in peach trees, if applied about 
the middle of June and again about 
the first of August. 
"I can send you a circular descrip- 


tive of the hydrometer, which is an 
instrument which you should have. 
This should be purchased from a 
firm dealing in such supplies, of 
which I can give you several names 
and addresses, if desired." 


Canker Worms to be in Allegheny 


County. 


State Zoologist Surface has receiv- 


ed at his office in Harrisburg some 
plum twigs encircled with irregular 
bands of eggs, sent by a valued cor- 
respondent in Allegheny County. 


Upon 
examination 
Dr. 
Surface 


found that these were the eggs of a 
Canker Worm, and at once wrote an 
important and timely letter of warn- 
ing, as follows: 


"The eggs which you sent to us 


from your plum trees are those of 
the Fall Canker Worm. From these 
would hatch little "loop worms," 
"measuring 
worms" 
or 
"span 


worms," more properly called "Can- 
ker Worms," which would feed on 
the leaves of the trees and grow un- 
til almost midsummer, when they 
will suddenly disappear, and go into 
the ground, and remain there until 
the latter part of the fall, and then 
come forth. 
The wingless females 


would climb the trunks of the trees 
to the twigs and deposit their eggs. 
In this state they have the habit of 
remaining in the ground until late 
winter, when they climb the trees to 
lay their eggs. 


"It is desirable for you to remove 
as many of these eggs by hand as 
possible, taking care not to merely 
drop them on the ground, as by so 
doing they may hatch there, and 
climb the trunk of the tree to the 
leaves to feed, but we recommend 
destroying them. 


"Also, it will be impossible to re- 
move all of them by hand, and as it 
looks as though there might be quite 
an outbreak of Canker Worm there 
this spring, I would advise you, by 
all means, to be prepared to spray 
at once with arsenate of lead as soon 
as the leaves unfold and the young 
worms commence to feed. They are 
much more easily killed by spraying 
while they are young. You can do a 
better job by spraying, and you can 
save the leaves and. fruit on your 
trees if this is done early. 
If 


you wait until after the pests have 
been present for some time, they will 
have injured the trees considerably, 
and they will also be harder to kill. 
For this reason it Is advisable for 
you to order your spray pump and 
arsente of lead at once. 
You can 


thus destroy them by using two 
pounds of the poison in each fifty 
gallon barrel 
of water 
or 
spray 


liquid." 


Cremate the Bugs Now 


Prof. H. A. Surface, State Zoolo- 
gist, calls attention of gardeners, far- 
mers and orchardists, at this time of 
year to the importance of raking to- 
gether and burning all possible rub- 
bish, not only for the purpose of a 
general spring cleaning, but also to 
get rid of various pests which hiber- 
nated or passed the winter protected 
by such material. 


Certain insects, such as the adults 


of the Asparagus Beetle, the large 
Squash Bug, and others pass the win- 
ter in any rubbish where they can 
find protection, being found especial- 
ly in the garden and in or near frag- 
ments of plants which they infested. 
Absolutely clean farming is recog- 
nized as being fully as important in 
controlling certain species of insects, 
as is the use of the spray pump. The 
destruction of such insects as those 
above mentioned before they come 
from their winter quarters, and can 
so easily be killed by burning the 
rubbish that has given them winter 
protection, is strongly urged at just 
this particular time. 
In burning any material it is ad- 


visable to do this on cultivated 
ground, rather than upon a waste 
plot for the purpose of getting the

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, John xx, 1-18. 


Memory Verses, 15, 16—Golden Text, 
Luke xxiv, 34—(Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
We have the choice this week of a 


lesson on Joash, the boy king, or a 
resurrection lesson, and as next week 
we shall have another lesson on Joash 
we choose the Easter lesson for this 
week. The resurrection of Jesus from 
the dead is in many respects the great- 
est topic in the Scriptures, for if Christ 
be not risen preaching is vain, faith is 
vain, there is no forgiveness of sins, 
and no one is saved (I Cor. xv, 14, 17, 
18). 


His great atonement includes His 


perfect life in a mortal body, His death 
In our stead bearing our sins, His res- 
urrection from the dead, all of which 
may be included in the saying, "The 
aprecious blood of Christ" (I Pet. i, 19). 
At present, as our great high priest, 
He is at the right hand of God, for 
•us, and He will come again to receive 
His body, the church, and to set up 
His kingdom of peace and righteous- 
ness on this earth. 


That^the Messiah of Israel, the great 


King, should be a man was plainly 
foretold in Gen. iii, 15; xxii, 18; Deut. 
•xviii, 18; Isa. ix, 6, 7, and many other 
3>laces. That He should be a man 
Tfeen from the dead, an immortal man, 
was also foretold in Gen. Iii, 15; II 
•Sam. vii, 13, -16; Isa. ix, 7; liii, 10, 11; 
PsT "ivir 10, T xxii, 22, 27, 28, and else- 
•where, and forshadowed in Isaac, and 
Joseph and Jonah as well as In the 
two birds of Lev. xiv and the two 
goats of Lev. xvi. 


When He was on earth in His hu- 


miliation He repeatedly foretold- His 
•death and resurrection in such pas- 
sages as John II, 19-21; Matt, xii, 40; 
xyl, 4, 21; xvii, 23; xx, 19; xxvi, 64, 
and yet even His own disciples did not 
receive it, for in verse 9 of our lesson 
we read that even Peter and John 
"knew not the Scripture that He must 
rise again from the dead.'' He said to 
tfie two with whom He walked to 
Emrnaus, who were so cast down be- 
cause of His death, and so disappomt- 
•ed because He had not redeemed Is- 
rael, "O fools, and slow of heart to be- 
lieve all that the prophets have spo- 
ken." He also said to the disciples in 
the upper room that same evening, 
"All things must be fulfilled which 
were written in the law of Moses and 
In the prophets and in the psalms 
concerning me" (Luke xxiv, 25, 44). 


He appeared at least ten times to 


one or more of His disciples during 
those forty days between His iesur- 
.rection and ascension from Olivet, five 
times on the first day, and our lesson 
tells of His fiist appeaiaiice, and that 
was to Mary Magdalene (Mark xvi, 9) 
We do not find that Mary of Bethany 
was with the other women at the 
tomb on the resurrection morning, for 
she seems to have believed what He 
had said about His death and resur- 
rection, and she anointed Him befoie- 
hand for His burial (Matt xxvi, 12, 
Mark xv, 8). The purchase of spices 
by the other women was an act of 
love, but not of faith, for had they 
believed that He would rise again they 
would not have purchased spices with 
which to anoint His dead body.

Russell had a most intelligent and at-

audience,

were many ministers of all denomi- 
nations. His text was, "The Church 
of the First-borns, whose names are 
written in heaven" (Hebrews xii, 
23). 


He urged that the subject be ap- 


proached prayerfully and honestly— 
that all who see that there was but 
one Church in the beginning, estab- 


• lished by the Redeemer, see also that 
there will be but the one Church in 
tne end, the Church Triumphant in 
glory, "the^Bride, the Lamb's Wife." 
For the same reason that there have 
been doctrines many amongst the fol- 
lowers of Jesus, there have been 
churches many, as representing those 
doctrines. 


As last Sunday the question was, 


"What is the True Gospel?" and as 
we found that true Gospel more or 
less scattered in all~ the various 
creeds, and none of them the pure 
and unadulterated Gospel, so tonight 
we should be prepared to find that 
the one true Church of Christ for the 
past eighteen centuries has been 
scattered here and there amongst 
various demoninations,-and that not 
one of these denominations is the 
true Church. 
Not one of them can 


claim to contain all the "wheat" and 
none of the "tares." 
Not one of 


them can claim to contain all of the 
saints and no hypocrites. The time 
was when the various divisions of the 
Christian Church severally laid claim 
to being the one and only Church. 
But that time has passed, so far as 
the people are concerned, and has 
passed so far as the majority of the 
clergy are concerned. 


"That They All May Be One" 
I am not here to charge intentional 


wrong-doing on the part of any of the 
divisions of the Christian 
Church, 


said Pastor "Russell. 
On the con- 


trary, I shall assume that the' fram- 
ers of the various creeds were sin- 
cere, honest men; and that the ori- 
ginal followers of those creeds were 
sincerer and that a few "today may be 
equally sincere. 
-I", "steal! assume, 


however, that'the majority- of Chris- 
tians, ministeres and laymen,. reali2e 
that the sectarian fences are largely 
composed of misconceptions of the 
Divine Word and Plan and that the 
causes 
which 
originally 
led 
to 


Church divisions have considerably 
disappeared. 
If we can now recog- 


nize one true Gospel we may all re- 
unite, in harmony with our Master's 
prayer, that "All may be one, as 
'±hou, Father, and I are one." 


I remind you again of the simplic- 


ity of this Gospel which recognizes 
the broad outlines of the Divine Plan 
and allows each individual to see as 
many of the finer lines of the same 
as his spiritual development will per- 
mit. 
On that broad basis of Chris- 


tian union the early Christians were 
one and reprobated any division. St. 
Paul rebuked those who said, "I am 
of Paul; I am of Apollos; I am 
of Peter" (I Corinthians i, 12). As 
only Christ died for us all, He alone 
must be recognized as our Savior. As 
He is the Head of the Church and the 
only Head, He only must'be recog- 
nized. As all ye are brethren, so the 
class distinction as between clergy 
and laity must be abrogated that we 
all may be one Church with one Lord, 
one Faith and one Baptism and one 
God and Father over all (Ephesians 
iv, 5).

In times past Catholics 


have applied this name to the Prot- 
estant sects, and the Protestants in 
turn have applied it to the Church of 
Rome. But when we come to exam- 
ine the Scriptures on the subject they 
seem to include all—the Church of 
Rome being represented as the moth- 
er Church and the various Protestant 
Churches as her daughters. 
The 


charge of harlotry which the Lord 
makes against mother and daughters 
must 
be 
acknowledged, 
although 


with some this harlotry has been 
| more open and pronounced than with 
others. 


Using the Jewish marriage cere- 


mony as the basis of the figure, all 
Christians, as members of the true 
Church, are declared to be "espoused 
to one husbarid, which is Christ" (II 
Corinthians xi, 2). Under the Jewish 
custom the espousal brought the wo- 
man under the same obligation of 
chastity as thought the marriage had 
taken place. 
Thus the Church, by 


her vow to her Lord, is obligated to 
tne full, although the marriage with 
tne Heavenly Bridegroom will not 
take place until His Second Advent 
and the change of the espoused from 
earthly to heavenly conditions, for 
"flesh and blood cannot inherit the 
Kingdom of God" (Revelation xix, 7; 
John xiv, 3; I Cor. xv, 50). 


Spiritual harlotry is the condition 


in which the espoused of the Lord 
becomes affiliated with and. joined to 
the world—thus the Church of Rome 


f became affiliated with or united to 
the civil government of Rome; anc 
when the Roman Empire went to 
pieces the Papal Church entered into 
covenant relationship with various 
divisions of the civil government; 
and some of these paramours she 
still has, while others have left her 
France is gone, Portugal also, and 
Italy. Spain is moody; Austro-Hun- 
gary is her chief reliance at the pres- 
ent time. 
She is well treated in 


America, but not joined to the Amer- 
ican Government. She is well enter 
tained and given every liberty in Ger- 
many and by many in Great Britain 
but these aountries are not her para 
mours. 


"Like Mothers, Like Daughters" 
The Greek Church is joined to the 


Russian Government; the Church of 
England to the British Government. 
The Lutheran Church is married to 
several European governments. Oth- 
ers of our Protestant Churches, hav- 
ing no opportunity for affiliation with 
earthly 'governments, have become 
united to worldly systems, worldly 
organizations of their own, in which 
as a rule, wealth, mammon, sits at 


j the head of the table. "Like mother 


I like daughters," is an old saying. 
In- 


stead of charging this whole matter 


, upon others, let us each recognize 


j and take to heart our own share, for 
| which we are responsible, 


j 
As 
the 
doctrinal errors which 


j caused our 
divisions gradually de- 


veloped during a long period of dark- 
ness, so our development along the 
lines of spiritual harlotry were grad- 
ual. It is not for us to quarrel with 
the facts, which are undeniable, but 
to sincerely repent of the wrong con- 
dition and renounce it. Coming back 
to the one faith, we should come back 
also to the one Lord. So doing He 
will graciously receive us and thence- 
forth His name alone will be quite 
sufficient. We will no longer need to 
style ourselves Roman Christians, 
i/nglish Christians, Lutheran Chris- 
tians, Calvinistic Christians—but all 
such names will be abhorred as re- 
minders of the unfaithtfulness which 
we now deplore. As the name Chris- 
tian was sufficient 
for the 
early 


Church it is sufficient today for all 
heartily glad to abandon errors of 
the past and to come together as, the 
one "Church of the Living God." 


As for the one baptism, let us con- 


cede what the Scriptures claim and 
declare, namely, that the water im- 
mersion is merely a symbol or pic- 
ture of the burial of the individual's 
v.-ill and interests in death—like un- 
to and in fellowship with our Lord's 
self-renouncement, even unto death. 
Thus all of the consecrated, of what- 
ever denomination, can be recognized 
as members of the one true Church if 
they are dead with Christ to the 
world, Its hopes and aims—buried 
with Him by baptism into His death, 
which death to the flesh (accepted by 
the Father) constitutes us members 
of the one Body of Christ, the true 
Church. 
If thus baptized into His 


death, we shall share also in His res- 
urrection, says the Apost'.e (Romans 
vi, 4, 5).
